n a campaign letter to tlie National Association of Broadcasters on October 
14, 1960, John F. Kennedy, who was in the throes of a heated presidential race, 
recognized the critical value and impact of educational television. Over the years, 
as new vistas in television programming emerged, the role of educational televi¬ 
sion was enhanced as well. In 1994, recognizing the unique opportunities inherent 
in the concept of educational television, Palm Beach Community College has 
embarked on the first phase of its mission to reach as many potential stu dents as 
possible—not through MTV but PBCC-TV. 

In a cooperative venture between the College and WXEL TV 42, PBCC began 
televising courses for credit on September 6. Classes air Monday tlirough Friday 
between 1-3 p.m.. 

Presently, courses being offered include Ancient and Medieval History, Child 
Growth and Development, Freshman Communications II and General Psychology. 
New course segments are broadcast on Tuesdays and Thursdays and repeated on

Monday, Wednesday and Friday. Telecourse offerings for winter term will include 
Ancient and Medieval History, Descriptive Geology, General Psychology and Writing 
About Literature. 

Students, who are expected to watch two half-hour shows a w^eek for 15 weeks, are 
able to view courses in die comfort of their own homes. They also have the added 
option of recording the tele-classes and reviewing diem at later times. 

Classroom contact hours will be held three or four times during die semester for 
orientation and review sessions and testing. Each faculty member involved with a 
specific telecourse has a voice mailbox for telephoned questions from students, which 
is followed up daily by die instructor. 

While the shows are produced and distributed by the Pubhc Broadcasting System 
(PBS), they will cover the same ground, using the same texts and course outlines, as 
corresponding courses taught at the College according to PBCC Vice President of 
Academic Affairs Patricia Dyer. 

PBCC plans to begin producing its own telecourses in a joint partnership with 
WXEL early next year. Ultimately, die College hopes to offer enough television 
courses to enable students to earn their degree dirough that medium alone. 

All courses offered are diree credits and are accepted for credit in the College’s 
associate degree programs. Course fees are $35.80 per credit hour for in-state stu¬ 
dents and $133.20 per credit hour for out-of-state students. There is an additional 
$15 special registration fee. Registration for winter term begins on November 15. For 
more information on telecourses, call the registrar’s office on any PBCC campus. 















































MESSAGE FROM 
THE PRESIDENT 


Intelligence quotients. 

IQs. As educators, we are particularly 
sensitive to IQs. Yet, as much as we 
correlate intelligence levels to ones 
success, there is another, equally criti¬ 
cal factor that should be part of that 
consideration, and that is ones capaci¬ 
ty for caring. 

As a long-time educator, I have 
come to realize how much we care is 
as important as how much we know. In 
the classroom, teachers are trained to 
impart knowledge and information to 
students, but they cannot instruct 
them to become compassionate and 
concerned members of society. Those 
traits, so integral to ones character, 
must be developed and nurtured by 
each individual. In the final analysis, 
perhaps we should ask not what one 
knows, but how much one cares. 

Palm Beach Community College is 
an institution that I know well and care 
for deeply. My association with the 
College dates back to the late 1940s 
when I first arrived as a student. It 
continued in various capacities over 
the years, until 1978, when I was 
named PBCC President. During this 
time, I have never stopped working— 
or caring—to maintain the greatness of 
this institution. 

Since 1933, PBCC has represented 
tremendous opportunity to tlie citizens 
of Palm Beach County. Initially, the 
College prepai’ed students for transfer 
to senior universities, but its focus 
changed over the years to include 
vocational and technical training as 
well as lifelong learning. We have 
never lost site of our mission to offer 
educational excellence and enrichment 
to all residents of the community.

Since capturing the gold, Ferrieri has 
been seiving as a private instnictor in 
fast-pitch skills, holding clinics nation¬ 
wide. However, in a strange twist of 
events, a 1993 ruling by state legislators 
would greatly affect Ferrieri s profes¬ 
sional career.

Commenting on the selection, PBCC 
Athletic Director Hamid Faquir said,

Next spring, when its finally time to 
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Ferrieri continued to play baU in 
junior high and high school, and her 
athletic talent grew accordingly. In col¬ 
lege, she was named captain of Cal- 
State Fullerton s NCAA Championship 
team in 1986, only a year after being 
chosen All-

Series, with a team 
high .485 batting 
average. 

Additionally, the 
collegiate super- 
star was one of 10 
finalists for the 
Broderick Award 
for the nation s top 
player and became 
a member of the 
gold medal win¬

The ruling, designed to promote fair 
treatment in school athletics for men's 
and women's sports, required Florida's 
high schools and community colleges to 
offer fast-pitch softball to comply with 
what is offered by four-year universities. 
For the past two decades, about two- 
diirds of the state’s high schools and 
community colleges had been playing 
slow-pitch ball, but all that changed 
when Governor Lawton Chiles signed 
the bill on May 10, 1993. According to 
the newly implemented law, high 
schools and community colleges can no 
longer offer sports similar to those at 
the university level—they must be iden¬ 
tical. For equal opportunity proponents, 
this was a definite home run. But the 
action didn't end there. 

PBCC scored a major victory when it 
finally snagged Ferrieri to head its first-

JL he 1990 American Disabilities 
Act (ADA) brought national attention to 
the rights of the disabled, and compli¬ 
ance requirements now apply to both 
die public and private sector. The law 
formalized a program already in place at 
Palm Beach Community College, with 
PBCC counselors and staff presently 
providing programs for die learning dis¬ 
abled, physically challenged and all stu¬ 
dents who need preparation for the 
responsibilities of college hfe. 

Before the ADA, the Rehabilitation 
Act of 1973 required access for learning- 
disabled and physically challenged 
kindergarten through high school-age 
students. Many PBCC buildings were 
built before 1973 to facilitate wheel¬ 
chair-bound and blind students, long 
before accessibihty and equcil opportu¬ 
nity for the physically challenged 
became federally mandated. 

This year, approximately 400 learn¬ 
ing-disabled and physically challenged 
students who were affected by tlie 1973 
law have graduated from high school 
and are seeking an education at PBCC. 
The majority of the students are identi¬ 
fied as learning disabled. 

Learning-disabilities testing at the 
high school level imd printed materials 
designed to increase awareness of staff 
and faculty have helped to identify and 
assist more learning-disabled students. 
Today, College faculty and staff are bet¬ 
ter trained and more able to work witli 
students to achieve their academic 
goals. 

Each campus has a designated dis¬ 
abled student services counselor. 
Infonnation for facultv and staff is avail¬ 
able to promote awareness and offer 
suggestions for helping students to suc¬ 
ceed in college coursework. Many sug¬ 
gestions for faculty are beneficial to all 
students. For example, students with 
learning disabilities are encouraged to 
talk to their teachers, set reahstic goals 
and seek help early if they experience 
difficulty. 

PBCC District Special Programs 
Coordinator Elivio Serrano oversees the 
disabled-student seiwices on all campus¬ 
es. At Central Campus, the College 
accommodates students in every area 
according to counselor Susan Lang. 
There are readers and scribes for the 
blind, auxiliary aides, additional wheel¬ 
chair desks, specialized testing, referrals 
for testing and voice-synthesized com¬ 
puters. 

Learning-disabled and physically 
challenged students on the PBCC 
Edward M. Eissey Campus work with 
Donna Giuhana. She said tlie estabhsh- 
ment of the Center for Adaptive Testing 
(CAT) has greatly helped disabled stu¬ 
dents by offering them a less formal set¬ 
ting for testing. 

The Glades Campus also offers spe¬ 
cialized testing and information for 
learning-disabled students. In addition, 
many structural improvements have 
been made to update the Glades 
Campus to accommodate the physically 
challenged. 

PBCC South Campus counselor Kim 
Camardo said the needs of disabled stu¬ 
dents are basic: extra time on tests, 
readers or writers for exams, permission 
to tape record lectures or tlie help of a 
note taker.

J ver the years, tlie quiet 
f! j Town of Lake Park in north- 
IS 9 em Palm Beach County has 
enjoyed some claim to fame. 
Maybe not the razzle dazzle kind of 
fame that looms at times over its neigh¬ 
bor to the south, Palm Beach, but small 
measures of fame, nonetheless. 

Among town residents. Lake Park is 
famous for its restaurants—Park 
Avenue Barbecue, for starters, a small 
and non-descript structure that hugs 
the busy street for which it is named, 
and its close-by neighbor, sinfully sensa¬ 
tional Camillis Pizza. First-time patrons 
in search of these two great eateries are 
advised to forget the road signs and just 
follow the great aroma. 

Also part of Lake Park s history were 
the renowned Johnson s Five and Ten 
Store and Mercers Men s Wear, also set 
on famed Park Avenue. Other notable 
town memories include the fabled 
Christmas in Dixie parade, and the awe- 
inspii'ing holiday decorations of former 
Lake Park Commissioner John Jordan 
and his wife, Sarah. Each December, 
the pair transformed tlieir front lav\m 
into a classic winter wonderland, and a 
giant snowman helped to overshadow 
South Florida’s ubiquitous palm trees. 

But brush aside all the dovm-home 
eateries, retail merchants and hohday 
extravaganzas and there remains one 
notable institution that years ago 
brought Lake Park a different kind of 
fame—^Palm Beach Community 
College. 

In 1951, Palm Beach Junior College 


(as it was known tlien) was forced to 
move from Morrison Field in West 
Palm Beach. It was not an easy task for 
College administrators to find anotlier 
campus, and after much searcliing, tliey 
iinally uncovered a temporary haven at 
the Lake Park Town Hall. 

When PBCC administrators formu¬ 
lated plans for tlie 60di Anniversary 
Diamond Jubilee in 1993, tliey penciled 
in a commemorative event tliat would 
celebrate tlie College s days at Lake 
Park. College representatives joined 
with Lake Park officials in retracing the 
College s roots back to the early 1950s. 

Held at PBJC s old site, the program 
featured an opening address by PBCC 
President Edward M. Eissey and com¬ 
ments from Lake Park Mayor (and 
PBJC alumnus) William H. ‘Will” 
Wagner. Additional remembrances 
were shared by PBCC Trustees Vice 
Chair J. Max Davis, who attended the 
Lake Park Campus, and alumnus John 
Christoff, who served as the 1956 fresh¬ 
man class president. 

Palm Beach Junior College s Lake 
Park Campus remained in place for five 
years before moving to its first perma¬ 
nent home in Lake Worth. Among the 
faculty then was the legendary master 
teacher, Watson B. Duncan III. 

In addition to College administrators 
and Lake Park officials, a number of 
PBJC alumni from the 1950s—many 
now respected educators, medical pro¬ 
fessionals and business leaders—attend¬ 
ed die event.
